| “The most effective measure, as we 
found here, is that of fair price in- 
\terpretation by a committee. When 
violations were reported, we would

| “We used to permit dealers, ac- 
cused of a first offense, to make 
contributions to war funds, or close 
their places voluntarily for a certain 
time, to escape prosecution. This 
was always optional with them— if 
they wished to stand prosecution, 
they were not required to pay our 
“fines,” as they were called, or to 
| close their stores. However, the Red 
Cross and other war funds received 
| $20,000 to $30,000 in the contribu- 
tions suggested by us under these 
| circumstances, and there were many

“The Attorney-General, as his 
statements indicate, will not make 
provision for any such deniency now, 
but will prosecute every case.

Early indications of a probable at- 
tempt to defeat Edward F. Goltra, 
Democratic National Committeeman 


from Missouri for reelection in 1920, 
have begun to appear in a movement 
in the Democratic League of St. 
Louis and among some members of 
the Democratic State Committee 
looking to Sam W. Fordyce Jr.. as 
a candidate against Goltra. 

Goltra for sometime has been lay- 
ing his lines to meet the opposition 
which it has been understood gen- 
erally in political circles he would 
face next year, and he has seemingly 
overcome to some extent a feeling 
of antagonism toward him which 
has existed in the party since even 
before the last presidential cam- 
paign. 

The politics of the situation at this 
time is that a fight on Goltra with 


Fordyce as the opposing candidate 


would immediately resolve itself into 
a fight between the suyporters of 
United States Senator Reed in his 
opposition to the President, and the 
eritics of Reed, with Goltra having 
the support of the critics. This 
would seem to give Goltra all the 
best of the argument. 
Supporter of Wilson. 

Goltra has been a consistent sup- 
porter of President Wilson and has 
been an active worker in the move- 
ments in the Democratic organiza- 
tion to indorse the league of nations 
and to denounce Reed for his atti- 
tude. While Fordyce is personally 
much more popular than Goltra 
with Democrats out in the State as 
well as in the cities, he would carry 
the burden of being Known as a 
friend of Reed. 

The opposition to Goltra its said 
by Democrats to be largely due to 
his general aloofness from the or- 
dinary run of political workers ex- 
cept in campaign time. and a spirit 
of dictatorship which he assumes at 
virtually every State gathering of 
Democrats.

Cow- 
gill might have won if he had been 
in the race earlier. but the Rumsey 
candidacy had resuited in pledges to 
Goltra which could not be broken.
